A dozen county officials Monday 


took an oath to "support, obey and 
defend the constitutions of the 
United States and Pennsylvania" 
and to "discharge my duties with 
fidelity* at a session of the Adams 
County court. 


First to assume his office by tak- 


ing the oath was Judge W. C. Sheely, 
starting an unprecedented third 
term as president judge of the Ad- 
ams and Pulton County courts. 


Following him came Associate 


Judge Earl W. Guise, District At- 
torney Daniel E. Teeter, Register 
and Recorder Carl S. Menchey, 
Commissioners J. Elaine Bushey, E. 
Donald Scott and George E. Kane; 
Auditors Armor M. Weikert, .George 
M. Conover and Mrs. Laura M. 
Cratin; Surveyor LeEoy H. Wine- 
brenner and Prothonotary Herbert 
W. Miller. 


Families Were There 


Judge Harvey A. Gross, York, pre- 


sided at the opening of the special 
court sesSi • i. Judge Sheely took over 
Immediately after being sworn in. 
Thus for most of the court there 
were lour judges on the bench, 
Judges Gross and Sheely and As- 
sociate Judges A. Dale Knouse and 
Guise. 


About 60 spectators, mostly rela- 


tives of the officials, were present 
for the session. Court Crier George 
P. Black opened the session with the 
traditional notice that the "court 
of quarter sessions, general jail de- 
livery," etc., "is this day in session" 
and concluding with the traditional 
"God save the Commonweath and 
this honorable court." 


Msgr. Patrick M. McGee, pastor 


of Annunciation of the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary Catholic Church. McSher- 
rystown, gave the opening prayer 
based on Solomon's prayer when he 
became king, "Give to thy servant 
Lord an understanding heart." 


Attorney Richard A. Brown pre- 


sented Judge Slfeely's commission to 
the court, terming him a "man in 
whom are combined great scholar- 
ship- and religious faith, who has 
brought dignity and honor to his 
county and the law." 


New Prothonotary Takes Over 
Judge Gross, recalling that he had 


also administered the oath to Judge 
Sheely ten jsars ago when the local 
Jurist began his second ten-year 
term in office, said, "I feel highly 
honored in being designated by the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court to 
come here today to administer this 
oath to you."

"I saw you grow up. I saw you as a 
young lawyer making your mark, 
and for the last 20 years have seen 
you as serving well on the bench."

Two Are Held For Slaying 
Western Maryland Student 


BALTIMORE (JP) — Two youths 


faced murder charges today in the 
knife slaying of a 19-year-old West- 
ern Maryland College honor stu- 
dent who planned to become a 
Methodist minister. 


The two, Richard P. Westcott, 


16, and Charles Orem, 17, a store 
clerk, were scheduled to be ar- 
raigned today. 


Both affect the extreme style of 


dress and long hah* worn by youths 
who call themselves "drapes." 


The victim was Gaither Lee Fisch- 


bach Jr., a college freshman home 
for the holidays. He was attending 
Western Maryland on a scholarship. 


The youth was stabbed to death 


early Sunday near his home. He 
had been attending a family New 
Year's Eve party at the home of 
Lemuel S. Eichner. 


Eichner, who drove FIschbach 


home and let him off about 200 
feet from his house, told police he 
saw three boys on the corner who 
appeared to go in different di- 
rections as the youth got out of 
the car. 


The boy's mother Mrs. Rheba 


Fischbach heard her son, calling 
after he stumbled inside the house. 
She found him bleeding from a 
deep chest wound. He died shortly 
afterward. 


"A boy stabbed me," he told his 


mother before he lost consciousness. 


"Why did they do it?" asked his 


father, who said he' did not want 
his son's killer to hang. 


"I don't believe in capital punish- 


ment," he said. 


Orem was arrested yesterday aft- 


ernoon at his home, and Westcott 
was arrested at Southwestern Police 
Station, where he went to inquire 
about Orem.

mounted to a record high for a 
three-day New Year's holiday over 
the long weekend. 


It was the second consecutive 


holiday weekend tbe traffic toll hit 
a new record. The toll over the 
New Year weekend, however, was 
far below the record-breaking 609 
for the Christmas holiday a week 
ago. It also was under the predict- 
ed 420. 


An 
Associated Press 
survey 


showed that in the 78-hour period 
from 6 p.m. (local time) Friday 
to midnight Monday, 345 persons 
were killed In traffic accidents. 
The 69 killed In fires and 71 in 
miscellaneous 
accidents 
brought 


the over-all total to 485. 


The previous .high for traffic 


deaths in a three-day New Year 
period was 317 in 1953-54. The high- 
est previous over-all mark was 433 
in the same year. 


The National Safety Council had 


estimated last week that 420 per- 
sons would be killed in motor mis' 
haps during the New Year week- 
end. But with the death rate run- 
ning below the estimate yesterday 
tbe covocU Mid » projection indi- 


cated the toll would be around 360. 


Ned H. Dearborn, council presi- 


dent, said that although the traf- 
fic toll was below the council's pre- 
tioliday estimate, "it was far from 
low enough." 


"It certainly is discouraging that 


here is another record broken in 
the wrong direction," he said. 


The traffic toll of 609 during the 


Christmas holiday, a record for 


holiday period, prompted law 


enforcement officials to take steps 
to curb the highway toll during the 
New Year weekend. 


"It seems that all this effort by 


news media and law enforcement 
people has at least saved a sizable 
number of lives," Dearborn said. 


The traffic toll since the end of 


World War H has been smaller 
during the New Year's period than 
at Christmas. 


In a survey over a nonholiday 


period of 78 hours, The Associated 
Press counted 364 traffic deaths. 
The survey was made for com- 
parative purposes and covered a 
78-hour period the weekend of 
Dec. 9-12. 


The Christmas traffic deaths av- 


eraged nearly 8 per hour. In the 
New Year period the average was 
around 4% per hour.

At Least 345 Are Killed 
In Weekend Traffic Deaths 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The nation’s t r a f f i c deaths 
mounted to a record high for a 
three-day New Year’s holiday over 
the long weekend. 
It was the second consecutive 
holiday weekend the traffic toll hit 
a new record. The toll over the 
New Year weekend, however, was 
far below the record-breaking 609 
for the Christmas holiday a week 
ago. It also was under the predict­ 
ed 420. 
An 
Associated 
Press 
survey 
showed that in the 78-hour period 
from 6 p.m. (local time) Friday 
to midnight Monday, 345 persons 
were killed in traffic accidents. 
The 69 killed in fires and 71 in 
miscellaneous 
accidents 
brought 
the over-all total to 485. 
The previous high for traffic 
deaths in a three-day New Year 
period was 317 in 1953-54. The high­ 
est previous over-all mark was 433 
in the same year. 
The National Safety Council had 
estimated last week that 420 per­ 
sons would be killed in motor mis­ 
haps during the New Year week­ 
end. But with the death rate run­ 
ning below the estimate yesterday 
the council said a projection indi­ 


cated the toll would be around 360. 
Ned H. Dearborn, council presi­ 
dent, said that although the traf­ 
fic toll was below the council’s pre­ 
holiday estimate, “it was far from 
low enough.” 
“It certainly is discouraging that 
here is another record broken in 
the wrong direction,” he said. 
The traffic toll of 609 during the 
Christmas holiday, a record for 
£ny holiday period, prompted law 
enforcement officials to take steps 
to curb the highway toll during the 
New Year weekend. 
"It seems that all this effort by 
news media and law enforcement 
people has at least saved a sizable 
number of lives,” Dearborn said. 
The traffic toll since the end of 
World War n has been smaller 
during the New Year’s period than 
at Christmas. 
In a survey over a nonholiday 
period of 78 hours, The Associated 
Press counted 364 traffic deaths. 
The survey was made for com­ 
parative purposes and covered a 
78-hour period the weekend of 
Dec. 9-12. 
The Christmas traffic deaths av­ 
eraged nearly 8 per hour. In the 
New Year period the average was 
around 4% per hour.

An old-time baseball fan, iden- 


tified as "D.W.C.," is among those 
who rates the late Eddie Plank of 
Gettysburg as the greatest left- 
handed of major league baseball. 


Ed' Pollock, columnist of the Phil- 


adelphia Evening Bulletin who has 
spoken here at several college ban- 
quets and has numerous friends 
here, used a communication from 
D.W.C. for his column, "Palying the 
Game," on December 23. 


The article follows: 
In a recent column, it was men- 


tioned that Cy Young was one of 
six pitchers chosen as the all-time 
best by a committee of baseball 
writers, who also named Christy 
Mathewson, Walter Johnson, Grover 
Alexander, Lefty Grove and Carl 
Hubbell. 


This drew a complaint from D.W.C. 


an oldtimer who had no objec- 
tions to righthanders Mathewson, 
Johnson, Alexander and Young, but 
drew a bead on lefties Grove and 
Hubbell and fired this through the 
mail: 


"How 
can anyone place Grove, 


Hubbell or any southpaw ahead of 
Plank, who won more games than 
any one other lefthander in the 
history of baseball? 


"Plank won at least 324 games 


and some record books credit him 
325. Grove won 300 and Hubbell 
253. 


One Losing Season 


"Plank was so good that he went 


right from college to the big leagues, 
never pitched an inning in the 


j minors and 
never had 
a Josing 


season until his last year when he 
won five and lost six. 


"I saw him pitch often and I 


was there when he worked his 
last major league game. He lost in 
11 innings to Johnson and the 
Washington club by 1-0. He was 
then within a few weeks of his 
42nd birthday. That was m 1917 
When Johnson wag not 
yet 
30 


years old. 


"A workhorse in his prime, he 


was a consistent and enduring win- 
ner throughout his career. No doubt 


about it, he was the best of all left- 
handers." 


This column has long been Con- 


vinced that Plank belongs at the 
top of any list of lefthanders, but 
it isn't difficult to choose a com* 
mittee of baseball writers who 
wouldn't give him a vote in naming 
the first six all-star moundsmen. 


It is probable that a majority of 


today's baseball writers never saw 
Plank and can't conceive of any 
other lefthander being as good M 
Grove or Hubbell as his best. 


It is also probable that the ma- 
ority. never saw either Young Ot 
Matty in action, but their super- 
records are convincing evidence. 


Many know first hand about Alex 


and Johnson, having seen them in 
iie 1920s when they were in the 
twilight of their careers, but still 
outstanding. 
' 


Plank's record would be more im- 


pressive if the statistics included his 
earned-run average for each of his 
17 seasons in the big leagues. 


ERA Impressive 


The ERA didn't begin to show to 


;he record books until a little more 
than 40 years ago at a time when 
Plank was well beyond the age

In ten of the 14 seasons in which 


he worked for Connie Mack, Plank 
pitched in at least 250 innings, and 
in four of these yean hit- total wai 
more tfiaft 300. 


In each of his eight seasons, he 


won 20 or more games. In one stretch 
of six consecutive years — 1903 
through 1907 — lie scored an ag- 
gregate of 136 victories, an average 
of about 22.3 per season. 


His top victory years were 1904 


and 1912. In each, he won 26 games. 
In 1906 when he appeared in only 
26 games and 211 innings — he 
obviously was sidelined by injury or 
illness that year — his log was 19-4 
for .826, the highest average of the 
season. 


Nineteen-six was not only one of 


his most successful years, it was also 
his busiest. He was in 44 games and 
365 innings, struck out 209 and 
walked only 77. 


Won Over 300 


As late as 1915, when he Was close 


to 40, he answered the call 42 times, 
threw in 269 innings and won 21 
games. 


Time has dimmed his record. 


Young's has remained brighter be- 
cause he was the only pitcher to 
win as many as 500 games. Plank 
should be remembered as the only 
left-hander who won MORE than 
300.

The year's activity in Adams 


County's tremendous farming in- 
dustry is outlined in the annual 
report of Agricultuial Extension 
work prepared by County Agent 
Frank S. Zettle.

JERUSALEM W — Israel's two 


top leaders have placed the Arab 
states on notice that the Jewish 
nation will beat off any attacks 
from her neighbors. 


But they told Parliament yester- 


day Israel does not want to start 
another Holy Land war. They cau- 
tioned a-gainst the belief that war 
is unavoidable. 


The stern statements came from 


Premier David Ben-Gurion, advo- 
cate af Israel's "activist" policy, 
and Foreign Minister Moshe Shar- 
ett, who has urged a course of 
restraint. 


Urges Preparation 


Declaring that all the Middle 


East countries 
but Israel and 


Turkey are a "whirlpool of dis- 
turbances," Ben-Gurion urged Is- 
raelis to be ready for the danger 
of imminent war." 


•We shall be grievously at fault," 


he said, if we do not see with 
open eyes the imminent danger of 
attack by Egypt—and perhaps not 
only by that country . . ." 


"In this confused, crazy, electri- 


fied atmosphere," he continued, 
"any spark in any quarter may 
ignite a conflagration of an unfor- 
seeable extent and "results. We 
shall be grievously at fault if we 
are not ready and prepared for 
any eventuality. 


Claims Right To Defend 


"It is the duty and right of the 


state of Israel to defend the lives 
of its citizens and its territorial 
integrity like every other free and 
sovereign state, and it will do so 
with all the means at its disposal 
as long as it is necessary." 


Sharett, who reportedly had led 


a fight within Ben-Gurion's own 
Mapai party against the Premier's 
more extremist views, spoke out 
in much the same vein yesterday. 


He denounced both the Czecho-

COLUMBUS. Ohio W—At least 


seven persons were hurt and one 
man died, possibly el a hear* at. 
tac*, m a iiareup of violence this 
morning at the struck Westing- 
house plan^ here. 


Police and sheriffs deputies es- 


timated they arrested 70 persons 
taking part in a mass demonstra- 
tion at the plant's five gates en 
the city's far west side. 


Automobiles were overturned at 


each of the gates. Deputies said. 
the trouble started as they sought 
to break up the mass picketing 
at the gates. Officers said striking 
members of Local 746, Internation- 
al Union of Electrical Workers, 
threw stones and damaged squad 
cars. Windshields of a number of 
other cars also were reported 
broken. 


"Ont-of-Towners" Jailed 


Among those in the county jail 


are union members from Cincin- 
nati, Mansfield and other 
Ohio 


cities, officers said. Police quoted 
some of those arrested as saying 
they came here for business meet- 
ing. 


Jailers said "billy clubs" and

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RUSSIA USING 
WRONG TACTICS 
AGAINST YANKS

WASHINGTON OB—The Russians 
are doing the wrong things if they 
w ant the Am erican government to 
reduce its spending, particularly 
m ilitary spending, in the belief this 
will bring on a depression here. 
They’re reported to be thinking 
th a t way but— 
They won’t agree on disarm a­ 
m ent and they talk of developing 
an Intercontinental guided missile. 
So the United S tates will step up 
defenses. 
The 
Russians 
promise 
economic aid to Asia. The United 
States will boost its foreign ald. 
This isn’t the first tim e the Rus­ 
sians got the opposite of what they 
m ay have hoped for. The classic 
exam ple was in 1950 when Stalin 
let the North Koreans attack South 
Korea. 
Early that year the Trum an ad­

wanted to cut m ilitary spending.

But now S ecretary of Defense Wil­ 
son figures spending will hit 354 
billion next year, in part because 
of higher costs. 
The United States can’t afford 
to lag behind the Russians, who 
talk disarm am ent but are arm ed 
to the teeth. And probably this 
governm ent heard the Soviets are 
working hard on guided missiles. 
P rem ier Bulganin said as much 
last week. 
Hike Foreign Aid 
After Bulganin and Communist

HARRISBURG CB—The Leader 
adm inistration is putting off until 
at least Jan. 15—and possibly later 
—paym ent of 96 million dollars in 
overdue state aid to school dis­ 
tricts. 
An adm inistration source, who 
asked not to 
be identified, 
de­ 
scribed 
as "too 
optimistic’’ 
pre­ 
vious reports th a t checks would 
start rolling as soon as the gover­ 
nor signed the 561 million dollar 
school appropriation. 
The 
governor, 
in 
signing 
the 
m easure before Christm as, made 
it clear that the taxes to finance 
the huge grants were not yet in 
hand because of the year-old tax 
deadlock in the 1955 Legislature. 
Debt Service Due 
The source said the state has 
about 60 million dollars now in the 
treasury but is faced with putting 
out 29*i million dollars for debt 
service next month. 
Most of the debt service Is for 
Interest due on bonds sold several 
years ago to finance a 440 million 
dollars 
bonus 
for 
Pennsylvania 
veterans of World W ar II. 
The source said the Justice De­ 
partm ent has ruled that it must 
take legislation to borrow money 
from highway funds. Previous re­ 
ports were th at the governor could 
borrow gasoline tax revenue with­ 
out enacting a bill. 
Action Takes Time 
Since the Senate is in recess 
until Jan. 16 even though the House 
m eets tomorrow, such legislation 
could not be passed prior to Jan. 
18. 
The spokesman also said It would 
take up a m onth to set up the 
m achinery for 
the 
sale of tax 
anticipation notes. Under a 1955 
law, the state can still borrow be­ 
tween 26 and 28 million dollars. 
T h ere's a possibility that we 
m ay have to borrow this money 
but the situation is not resolved,” 
said the source. 
Payment Awaits Money 
John Hertz, chief of school ad­ 
m inistration, said inquisitions for 
state aid to schools are already 
w ritten on the basis of 42 millions 
owed to fourth class school districts 
since last Oct. 31 and 54 millions 
for first, second and third class 
districts owed since Nov. 30. 
“ We can’t do anything until we 
get the word from the governor’s 
office that the money is there,” 
said Hertz. “ When the word comes, 
we’ll be ready to act within a 
m atter of hours.”
